I bieg-  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health' 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  ot  the  Gipping-  Rural  District  o'f  East 
Suffolk  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1937. 

This  Report  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1650,  dated  4th  October,  1937. 

Information,  with  the  exception  of  certain  statistics^  is 
limited  to  a record  of  alterations  or  developments  which  have, 
taken  place  during  the  year. 

The  “ Gipping  Rural  District  ” was  created  on  the  1st 
April,  1934.

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  sent,  when  possible, 
to  Stowmarket  Isolation  Hospital;  which  is  eventually  to 
be  enlarged  to  cope  for  a larger  area.  At  present,  cases 
which  cannot  be  accommodated  at  Stowmarket  are  sent  to 
Ipswich  Isolation  Hospital.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

This  is  dealt  with  in  detail  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his 
Report. 

I wish  once  more  to  call  the  Council’s  attention  to  the  matter 
of  the  drainage  of  Needham  Market.  The  whole  system  (or 
lack  of  system)  is  out  of  date,  and  even  now  inadequate;  and 
when  next  year  (or  later)  we  get  our  new  water  supply  from 
pipe-lines,  much  more  water  is  likely  to  be  used,  and  the 
present  sewers  and  septic  tanks  will  be  more  overburdened. 
I consider  the  question  of  a sewage-disposal  works  for  Need- 
ham Market  should  be  investigated  before,  and  not  after,  the 
necessity  arises.

Oe)  Other  particulars  : — 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  I made  a re- survey  of 
all  the  dwellings  which  had  been  classified  as  “ over- 
crowded ” in  our  original  survey  under  the  “ Housing  Act, 
1935.”  I was  impressed  by  the  large  number  of  abate-' 
ments  due  to  (1)  movements  of  the  families  concerned  to 
other  homes  or  districts;  (2)  the  fact  that  elder  children 
had  got  married  and  gone  into  another  house,  or  elder 
girls  had  gone  into  service. 

This  makes  it  very  difficult  in  a Rural  District 
economically  to  abate  the  overcrowding  by  building  new 
Council  Houses ; because  in  many  of  these  cases  a 4 or 
5 bedroomed  house  had  been  required,  and  plans  had  gone 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  their  construction.  By  the 
time  these  houses  are  completed  the  families  concerned 
have  left  Lhat  parish,  and  there  may  not  be  a family  requir- 
ing such  a big  house  in  the  same  parish.  However  tiiere 
is  still  a great  shortage  Oi  working  class  houses  generally, 
and  there  will  nearly  always  be  a suitable  family.  Also 
a few  ” border  line  ” cases  will  have  become  overcrowded 
by  children  under  ten,  becoming  over  ten,  etc.

The  cases  ol  Scarlet  Fever  were  spasmodic  and  scattered 
at  intervals  over  different  parishes  of  the  District.  There  was 
no  'epidemic,  and  in  only  a few  cases  any  definite  contact 
connecting  link. 
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The  health  of  tliie , District  during  the  year  appears  to  have 
been  favourable.  The  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  case,  though  a 
resident  of  our  Rural  District,  was  notified  to  me  from  Ipswich 
Hospital.  Artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  not 
been  used;  and  so  far  has  not  proved  necessary  in  this  District, 
I consider  that  in  certain  selected  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  the 
child  might  be  isolated  and  treated  at  home.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1937. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Gipping 
Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  herewith,  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  1937. 

Section  C. 

(i.)  Water. 

The  Ashbocking  Water  Scheme  was  completed  during  this 
year  and  Stand- taps  were  provided  for  the  village.  In  addition 
to  this  the  Water  extensians  on  the  Crowfield  Scheme  have  also 
proceeded  and  nine  miles  of  main  laid.  These  extensions  have 
provided  for  that  part  of  Earl  Stonham  along  the  Norwich 
Road,  Greeting  St.  Mary,  Mill  Green,  Stonham  Aspal,  Pettaugh, 
Crowfield  and  Gosbeck. 

Two  Ministry  of  Health  enquiries  were  held  at  Needham 
Market  and  Debenham  on  the  10th  June  and  17th  .November 
respectively.  The  former  dealt  with  works  of  Water  supply 
for  the  parishes  of  Barking,  Battisford,  Combs,  Little  Fin- 
borough,  Needham  Market,  Offton,  Ringshall,  Somersham  and 
Willisham  and  the  latter  for  the  parishes  of  Ashfield-cum- 
Thorpe,  Debenham,  Framsden  and  Winston.  No.  objections 
were  raised  and  permission  to  proceed  was  received  towards 
the  end  of  the  year.  By  the  time  this  Report  is  in  print  the 
work  will  be  in  hand. 

(ii.)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extensions  of  sewerage  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  New  drainage  systems  were  provided  at 
17  private  houses.  The  Cooksall  Ditch  at  Debenham  was 
thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  put  into  good  order  and  no  further! 
trouble  from  flooding  was  experienced. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

A recurrence  of  the  pollutions  of  the  River  Gipping  was 
experienced  in  tne  forepart  of  the  year  and  concerted  action 
was  taken  by  the  County  Council,  the  Stowmarket  U.D.C.  and' 
your  Council.  As  a result  of  a lengthy  survey  a report  was 
issued  by  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  and  the  sources  of 
pollution  were  narrowed  down  to  a well  defined  area  outside 
your  District.  Final  investigations  leading  to  a successful 
conclusion  were  nearing  completion  at  the  year  end.

3.  (i.)  Closet  Aocommodation. 

5 privy  vaults  were  converted  to  pail  closets  during  thj© 
year,  and  10  houses  formerly  provided  with  pail  closets  were 
altered  to  the  water-carriage  system. 

The  night  soil  collection  schemes  at  Needham  Marketi, 
Bramford  and  Haughley  were  conducted  as  in  previous  years 
but  plant  and  equipment  has  been  modernised. 

(ii.)  Public  Cleansing. 

Systems  of  dry  refuse  collection  by  covered  motor  lorry 
are  carried  out  in  the  parishes  of  Barham,  Bramford,  Combs, 
Clay  don.  Great  Blakenhm,  Haughley,  Debenham,  Needham 
Market  and  Stowupland  as  in  previous  years.  Combs  and 
Stowupland  are  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  Stowmarket  U.D.C.,  whilst  the  rest  are  dealt 
with  within  the  District. 

125  portable  ashbins  were  provided  after  serving  the  usual 
notices.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  and  Dairymen  on  the  Registers 
are  now  Cowkeepers  211,  Dairymen  ,29.  General  sampling 
for  T.B.  bacilli,  and  sampling  from  Accredited  producers  and 
in  respect  of  school  milks  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil’s Sampling  Officers.  Three  farms  were  visited  as  a result, 
of  notificatioin  by  the  County  Council  that  B.Coli.  had  been' 
found  in  School  milks  and  improvements  in  methods  were 
successful  in  abating  this.  There  is  one  Tuberculin  Tested 
Graded  Milk  Producer  in  the  district. 

Progress  in  Milk  producing  conditions  has  gone  on  as 
in  recent  years  and  seven  important  reconstructions  of  build- 
ings were  carried  out.  Great  interest  has  been  shown  by 
Producers  in  “ clean  milk  ” production  methods  and  the 
standard  of  production  in  the  District  generally  is  high. 
Routine  inspecdons  to  the  number  of  229  were  made  during 
the  year  and  with  one  exception  no  formal  notices  were  found 
necessary. 


(b  ) Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  usual  routine  inspecdons  of  Bakehouses,  Fried  Fish 
Shops  and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  were  carried 
out  and  satisfactory  conditions  were  found  to  prevail.  One 
new  Fried  Fish  Shop  with  modern  equipment  opened  at  Great 
Finborough. 

A regular  routine  of  Meat  Inspection  has  been  carried  out 
as  in  previous  years  and  one  new  slaughterhouse  was  licenced 
by  the  Council.  All  animals  in  this  district  are  slaughtered 
by  humane  mechanical  means  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1933.  During  the  recent  outbreak  of  Foot 
and  Mouth  Disease  only  one  case  occurred  at  Shetland  within 
your  District.  The  methods  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  were  successful  in  preventing  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  A large  proportion  of  the  carcases  inspected  in  this 
District  are  sent  to  the  Ipswich,  London  and  Birmingham 
Meat  Markets  and  not  one  case  of  condemnation  of  meat  sent' 
from  the  district  was  made  during  the  year.

The  outstanding  feature  of  this  year’s  progress  has  been 
the  extensive  Water  undertakings  and  lextensions  carried  out 
and  approved  by  the  Council.  In  a short  while  ^th  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  isolated  parts,  otherwise  provided  for, 
almost  the  whole  of  the  District  will  have  excellent  piped 
supplies  of  water.  The  general  standard  of  sanitary  conditions 
shows  a steady  and  in  some  cases  rapid  improvement  whilst 
the  direct  labour  schemie  undertaken  by  the  Council  has  played 
no  small  part  in  quickly  securing  these  improvements. 

I wish  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  together  with  the  Officials  for 
their  kindly  help  and  support  and  the  co-operation  they  have 
so  willingly  given  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.
